- rill's history he is mentioneil a- icreat- 
ly beloved by his Hopkinsville congre 
j^ation, and, being able to live with- 
out compensation, he continually re- 
fused to accept any pay for his ser- 
vices. A writer says of him: "Hej 
was a man of vigorous intellect,' 
sound judgment and affectionate 
heart and remarkable for his know 
ledge of church discipline." 

"It is impracticable and impossi- 
ble," said Mr. Tandy in conclusion, 
"to give the full history of this 
church in one night. The records 
. .show that there was not a pastorate 
which was not replete with material 
of unbounded interest. Elder Wil- 
liam Tandy, to make the merest epi- 
tome, was succeeded by Rev. William | 
-C. Warfield on Nov. «, 1828, whose; 
successful pastorate continued until] 
: his untimely death in 1827. He died 
before he was forty years of age and 
sufficient facts of his life are obtain- 
able to show that he was a most bril- 
liant man. After him came the god- 
ly Robert Rutherford, sturdy Scotch 
bachelor, from 1«27 to 1833.

.James M. Pendleton, from 1833 to
